Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1943  on  the  County  Health  administration  in  Herefordshire. 

In  wartime  the  statistical  tables  can  only  be  compiled  with 
considerable  difficulty  as  the  abnormal  movements  of  population 
introduce  many  complications. 

The  Birth  rate  for  the  County  was  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  even  after  allowing  for  transferable  births,  e.g.,  tem- 
porary evacuees.  , 

The  number  of  Maternity  cases  admitted  to  the  Herefordshire 
General  and  County  Council  Hospitals  has  considerably  increased, 
the  number  admitted  to  the  County  Council  Hospital  having 
increased  by  nearly  25  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year. 

Unfortunately  the  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  death  rate  in- 
creased and  was  as  high  as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Dental  scheme  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  wa- 
in operation  for  the  last  eight  months  of  the  year  and  there  is 
evidence  that  the  patients  will  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  various 
Committees  which  are  responsible  for  the  County  Health  Services 
for  their  encouraging  interest  and  support. 

The  professional,  technical  and  clerical  staff  have  given  good 

service  to  the  Department.

The  Children’s  beds  at  Nieuport  Sanatorium  should  not  all 
be  counted  as  Tuberculosis  beds,  as  about  75  per  cent,  of  the 
children  arc  not  notified  as  definite  cases,  being  either  suspects  or 
debilitated  children  in  need  of  supervision  and  fresh  air. 

Beds  for  tuberculous  children  are  also  made  available  at  the 
County  Council  Hospital. 

In  March,  1943,  ten  single  sleeping  shelters  were  erected  and 
equipped  at  the  Sanatbrium  to  ease  the  adult  bed  situation.  This 
has  served  to  reduce  the  waiting  list. 

The  following  tables  shew  the  admissions  and  discharges  of 
adult  cases  at  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  and  the  Nightingale  Ward  of 
the  County  Council  Hospital : —

The  number  of  children  notified  as  Tuberculous  were  25  per 
cent,  of  the  total.  A number  of  others  were  possibly  mildly 
infected  without  sufficiently  definite  evidence  to  justify  notifica- 
tion. 

No  case  considered  to  be  infectious  is  admitted  to  the  Children  s 
Wing,  where  proper  isolation  would  be  very  difficult.  Fiftv -eight 
children  were  tuberculin  tested  (Patch  Test)  at  the  Sanatorium. 
Fourteen,  i.e.  24  per  cent,  gave  a positive  reaction  indicating  a 
previous  ’infection  by  the  tubercle  bacillus. 

The  Ultra  Violet  and  Radiant  Heat  Lamp  has  been  of  consider- 
able service. 

Dental  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  ton- 
sils and  adenoids  are  treated  when  required  by  temporary  transfer 
to  hospital. 

The  School  continues  to  be  of  great  service. 

Despite  war  conditions,  the  majority  of  the  patients  ha\e 
benefited  from  their  stay  in  Sanatorium  or  Hospital,  and  have 
gained  weight  satisfactorily. 

Unhappily,  many  cases  deteriorate  sooner  or  later  after  dis- 
charge, either  because  of  adverse  home  or  working  conditions  or 
from  lack  of  perseverance  in  continuing  to  live  on  sanatorium 
lines  There  is  a great  need  for  improvement  as  regards  (1)  Early 
diagnosis  (2)  More  effective  treatment  particularly  of  the  inter- 
mediate case,  (3)  After  care  of  all  types  of  cases.  Any  improve- 
ment which  has  been  effected  by  the  first  two  measures  can  very 
easily  be  brought  to  nought  by  failure  to  cope  with  the  third.

LABORATORY 

The  Laboratory  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  with  Dr.  R.  Ewart  Jones  in  charge.  It  forms 
a unit  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  set 
up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  One 
advantage  of  this  is  that  the  Director  is  regularly  in  touch  with 
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other  laboratories  in  the  Service  for  consultation  and  for  the  ex- 
change of  information  as  to  the  existence  of  epidemics  o;  eases  of 
infectious  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  - 

Close  collaboration  was  maintained  between  the  Laboratory 
and  the  Department,  and  with  the  District  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  enabling  early  action  to  be  taken  on  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  disease.  Members  of  the  Laboratory  Staff  assisted  the 
District  Medical  Officers  in  “ field  ” investigations  into  two  out- 
breaks of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria. 

The  examination  of  pathological'  specimens  from  the  County 
Council  Hospital  formed  a considerable  part  of  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year.  The  Pathologist  was  frequently  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff.  Numerous  specimens 
continue  to  be  received  from  other  hospitals  in  the  County. 

A number  of  visits  were  paid  to  three  Residential  Nurseries 
in  the  course  of  a small  survey  of  the  haemoglobin  levels  of  the 
children.  Some  valuable  information  was  thereby  obtained, 
as  a result  of  which  appropriate  treatment  was  given  with 
good  results  to  cases  of  iron-deficiency  anaemia.
